The will left two-thirds of the 


estate to Thelma Louise Greer, 
whom DePaz called his wife "in 
the sight of God." and the re- 
mainder to his dentist and 11 
"crowned members" of the sanc- 
tuary. 


Other members are contesting 


the will, claiming that the estate— 
or at least part of it—belonged to 
the sanctuary instead of DePaz. 


Two of DePaz's relatives in his 


native Jamaica also claim the es- 
tate. And Tuesday Asst. U.S. Atty. 
Nicholas G. Manos obtained a 
court order freezing the estate 
until the government figures out 
how much the DePaz estate owes 


in inheritance and income taxes.

metal prices is threatening today 
to plauge the manufacturers of 
many of the goods you want to 
buy. 


The price of copper has jumped 


in London again, and users here 
arc wondering what's in store. 
Producers of nickel have raised 
the price charged their Canadian 
customers. 


Platinum 
has 
gone up $6 an 


ounce — an item of interest not 
only to jewelry makers but also to 
the, oil industry which uses the 
metal in some of its refining pro- 
cesses. 


A maker of magnesium rods, 


bars and tubes has hiked its price 
an average 5 per cent. A few spe- 
cial steel products have risen. 


Cause Is Prosperity

General prosperity 


around the world has swelled the 
demand for goods made of metal—

Sends Price Up

The first effect in New 
York was to send the price fo 
future delivery up sharply on th 
Commodity Exchange. 


Copper has beendn short supply 


here for some time, and any in 
terruptlon in. deliveries fromChil 
would be quickly felt. American 
mines are charging 43 cents 
pound for the metal. C u s t o m 
smelters which refine copper from 
scrap have been getting 45 cent 
and in some cases 45% cents. 


A year ago the standrad prici 


was 30 cents and the postwar lov 
was l'6 cents for a time in 19*9. 


The .big advance in price in re 


cent months has spurred many o 
the big users of copper to look 
for cheaper substitutes.

For one thing, the major party candidates and their person-

But this much can be said: The condition of the United 


States, at home and in its relations abroad, seems to favor 
the Republicans. 


In other words, because the nation is reaching new 


heights of prosperity and appears in less danger of war. 
' the GOP can deal from a situation of strength. They are 
in the saddle, and presumably the voters will dislodge them 
only for good cause. 
' As indicated, that cause could be a strong Democratic 


personality or unfavorable events either on the domestic 
scene or beyond our borders. If neither of these elements 
works to Democratic advantage, then they will have to try 
to show somehow that today's peace and prosperity are not 
well founded and thus not to be trusted. 


If it comes to that, it may take some real doing. 
Samuel Lubell, able political analyst, thinks the Repub- 


Jlicans will win next year if genera! conditions remain the 
"same and the Democrats don't comeup with a marked supe- 
riority in candidate quality.

He argues that the 1954 general elections turned on eco- 


nomic issues—farm distress and an industrial downturn— 
but that the Republicans were'stronger on an economic basis 
than they had been at any tune since 1932. 


They lost control of Congress, yet the margin was nar- 


row and many key races were almost a dead heat. Off-year 
gains for the "outs" usually are heavier. 


Lubell-points out that as of now farm distress in greater 


than in 1954, but the industrial recession is over and the 
economy generally is booming. From this he 'argues that 
basically the -Republicans are in a considerably stronger 
position—strong enough, indeed, to win. 


Naturally these are only speculations, albeit the specu- 


lations of a practiced student of elections. At the very least, 
perhaps, they may serve to correct notions among party men 
and voters that elections are automatic affairs decided by a 
single factor—like th£ President's illness. There will be noth- 
ing open-and-shut about the 1956 contest.

In 
effect, warned the German federal government to fire the minister of 
finance. This man Js Fritz Schaeffer, one of the 
three leading contenders for the job of chancellor 
should anything happen to remove Konrad Ade- 
nauer, who is nighing 80 and lately has been down 
of a sickness, complicated by political embanjass- 
rnents. 


Hays is a member of the House Foreign Affairs 


Committee which fact may seem imposing but isn't. 
The house committee has almost nothing to do with, 
foreign relations and anyway Hays is crowded to 
the gilJs with inexperience and lack of knowledge 
in this field.

Rural Ogle 
Are You Cussin' Over 
Farm Price Programs?

OREGON — (Special) — Five 


dollar hogs and forty cent corn — 
It could happen! What are you do- 
Ing about it. According to the prices 
we received for our products in 
pre-war years and prices of pro- 
ducts we purchased, we are now 
on a level -with five dollar hogs. 
Many farmers are discussing-, or 
let's say cussin',' and complaining 
about our price level today, but as 
for concerted action, we need a lot 
more of it. 


• You may thumb your suspenders 
and say, "Let John do it." But

facts. Then you 
can approach the 
problem with a 
sound tiasis for 
desirable action. 


What kind of a 


farm price pro- 
gram

Farming 


. 
is a basic indus- 


.try — basic because food and fiber 
are essential to the well-being of 
all. Farmers are entitled to the 
opportunity of earning as high a 
level of living as people in other 
walks of life. To this end,, agricul- 
tural policy should be designed to 
permit labor, capital and manage- 
ment in agriculture to earn re- 
wards equivalent to 'those secured 
by like resources used in other in- 
dustries. If this is not possible, it 
should encourage moving people 
out of agriculture to obtain equal 
opportunity. 


According to the census, there 


ar« nearly 5.5 million farmers, 
and 50 per cent ol these produce 
; 90 per cent of the farm products 


that are marketed. 
Farmers are subject to weather 


hazards, uncertainty of yields, 
price variations and the problem 
of supply. They sell in a competi- 
tive market and buy in a monopo- 
listic market. When demand de- 
clines, you can't turn off the Spi- 
got, but adjust by taking: a lower 
price, iiidusti-y maintains price and 
cuts production. In the years 1929- 
1932 farm prices dropped over 50 
per cent but production dropped 
only 3 per cent. At the same time 
industrial production dropped near- 


ly half and prices of manufactured 
products at wholesale dropped only 
',5 per cent. 


To some people these character- 
sties or problems, justify public 
support. It may be looked upon as 
a reward for maintaining a stable 
ood supply. Others point to subsi- 
dies to industry and labor in the 
'orm of tariffs, government con- 
racts, social security, unemploy- 
ment compensation, and insist, that 
:anners are entitled to their share.

material necessary regarding an 
adequate farm program in my 
column for this week; therefore, 
this information will, be broken 
down with some of this informa- 
tion to be continued.

news we received, which is of in- 
terest to all of our • livestock peo- 
ple in this area, is in regard to 
the diagnostic clinic at the Univer- 
sity. 


Farmers are always interested in 


disease prevention on their live- 
stock. Occasionally, an animal may 
show up with symptoms, the like 
of which has seldom been seen, 
and ho one feels quite capable of 
handling it successfully. If this 
happens to you — the University 
maintains a diagnostic service for 
your convenience. The service is 
staffed by qualified resident vets at 
the University and much of the 
work is handled as classroom ac- 
tivity. This helps both you and also 
makes for a higher caliber person- 
nel graduating from the University. 


This year the State Department 


of Agriculture has appropriated 
funds to assist in staffing this 
valuable service, ajid Dr. J- K. 
Pickard-has been hired as super- 
visor of the Diagnostic Lab. 
Since the opening of the vet col- 


lege in 1948, over 100 students have 
graduated and this year 128 are en- 
rolled in-the College of Vet Medi- 
cine.

Guatemala's 
President 
Looks 


By JA3IES MARLOW 


Associated Press Xews Analyst 
WASHINGTON (*)— Guatemala's 


president, Carlos Castillo Armas, 
says his course is neither to the 
left nor right but "up.", 


'Castillo, thin, dark, intense, 41, 
and a former army colonel, led 
the successful revolt last year 
against the regime of President 
Jacobo Arbenz Guzman. 


That regime was considered to 


be under the influence of the Com- 
munists. Castillo took office as a 
rigid anti-Communist. 
Reports 


from Guatemala indicate he has 
crushed them by driving them out 
of the country or underground. 
- Castillo is backed by the U.S. 
government,, which invited him for 
an official visit and a tour of the 
country. He arrived two days ago 
and while here is a guest of the 
government in the Blair House, 
opposite the White House. 


He falkcd briefly of his govern- 


ment and his ideas as, he sat in 
a Blair House parlor. He spoke 
English hesitatingly and with an 
accent. 


Direction Is "Up" 


He was asked: "There have 


been guesses that your government 
in the end would wind up on the 
far right. Is that correct?" 


Those guesses are wrong, he 


said, and continued: 


"My government will not go to 


the left or right but up. 
That 


means it will be government of 
justice, of what is good for my 
people and the main interests of 
Guatemala. There can be no turn- 
ing back." 


For example, he said, under the 


prex-ious administration there has 
been a land reform program: 
Distributing land to farmers. That 
land. Castillo sai d. was expropri- 
ated by, the government. 


He said his government is not 


talcing land from anyone but is 
continuing to provide land for 
those •willing to work it by various 
arrangements, none of which 
forces anyoire to give up land he 
owns. 


He was asked: "Do you think 


that under your government Guat- 
emala has achieved complete de- 
mocracy?"

' "I was thinking- of freedom of 
the press, social benefits, econom- 
ic development in Guatemala, an 
education program." 


He said there are many shades 


of thinking in Guatemala and he 
will steer a middle course among 
them, using the services of those 
who can be- helpful. 


'•I have friends." he said, "in 


the Catholic sector. They would 
like to influence th« government. 
That is not possible. I arn going 
to keep church and state separate. 
There will be absolute freedom of 
religion. 


"There are many Guatemalan 


people whose services could be 
used who are on the left—but not 
the Communists. On the left I in- 
clude those who favor labor leg- 
lislation and social benefits. 


"And I hare friends on the ex- 


tieme right among- the reactiona- 
ries, those who would abolish la- 
bor unions and wipe out social 
benefits."
